HOME  GROWN  SEED  CORN. 


After  having  experienced  the  past  unfavorable 
season  corn  growers  need  hardly  be  reminded  the 
grave  importance  of  procuring  Northern  grown  seed 
corn  for  the  1918  sowing  from  a source  known  to  be 
thoroughly  reliable.  The  bulk  of  our  stocks  have 
been  grown  from  seed  of  our  own  selection  and 
breeding,  and  the  crops  brought  to  maturity  under 
our  personal  supervision,  after  which  they  were 
gathered  early,  kiln  dried,  graded  and  tested,  and 
you  can  depend  on  these  different  varieties  produc- 
ing a matured  crop  of  corn  next  fall  if  given  a rea- 
sonable season  with  proper  cultivation. 

From  the  standpoint  of  a matured  crop,  the  North 
Dakota  seed  corn  of  1917  was  practically  a failure, 
excepting  in  two  counties,  due  to  abnormally  early 
frosts.  However,  with  our  increased  facilities  and 
improved  methods  of  handling  and  curing  we  have 
succeeded  in  saving  limited  quantities  of  this  Home 
Grown  seed. 

Our  contract  crops  in  eastern  Montana  were  very 
short  this  season,  due  largely  to  drought,  but 
Rosebud  County  came  to  the  front  with  about  half 
a crop  of  the  earlier  varieties  which  are  of  most  ex- 
cellent quality. 

You  no  doubt  have  experimented  in  past  seasons 
with  Southern  grown  seed  corn  and  are  perfectly 
aware  of  the  extra  hazard  being  taken  in  planting 
any  other  than  the  Northern  grown  varieties,  so  to 
you  past  experimenters  let  us  appeal  again  this  sea- 
son that  you  do  not  be  fooled  again  by  this  Southern 
seed. 

It  surely  looks  larger,  plumper  and  brighter  than 
our  Home  Grown  corn,  but  you  know  from  your 
own  observation  that  Southern  seed  cannot  be 
brought  to  maturity  here  in  the  Northwest  except- 
ing on  most  favorable  seasons.  Why  not  eliminate 
the  possibility  of  losing  this  most  valuable  of  crops 
by  the  planting  of  our  Northern  grown  varieties? 

Don’t  Be  Deceived  by  the  claims  of  Southern 
and  Eastern  dealers  that  our  North  Dakota  corn  is 
not  fit  for  seed. 

We  have  worked  on  this  problem  for  20  years  and 
have  demonstrated  that  our  Home  Grown  Corn  can 
be  dried  artificially  so  that  it  makes  seed  of  the 
strongest  vitality  every  season. 

Even  with  our  exceptional  facilities  we  have  suc- 
ceeded in  saving  for  sowing  purposes  but  a small 
percentage  of  the  corn  put  through  our  process  of 
drying,  with  the  result  that  values  will  be  above 
normal  this  season.  However,  even  at  the  present 
high  values  the  cost  of  seed  per  acre  is  considerably 
lower  than  any  small  grain  crop  you  can  plant  and 
in  most  cases  the  returns  much  larger. 

Grading. — The  bulk  of  our  Home  Grown  Seed 
Corn  is  grown  by  us  on  contract  from  seed  of  our 
own  selection. 


All  corn  is  first  selected  at  husking  time,  then  a 
more  careful  selection  is  made  when  the  ear  corn 
goes  to  the  driers,  and  once  again  when  on  the  way 
from  the  driers  to  the  shellers. 

In  order  that  the  seed  corn  which  is  marketed  in 
shelled  condition  will  make  an  even  sowing  in  the 
average  corn  planter,  we c find  it  advisable  to  again 
run  the  corn  over  a grader  after  shelling,  thus  elim- 
inating practically  all  small  and  irregularly  shaped 
kernels  which  includes  the  major  portion  of  the  butts 
and  tips. 

Testing. — All  lots  of  seed  corn  are  tested  for  ger- 
mination even  before  the  drying  process  commences 
and  we  continue  these  tests  at  stated  intervals  up 
to  and  including  the  time  of  delivery.
